“With a Purple Heart and a dime, y ou 
can get a cup of coffee,” say s a recently 
disch arged veteran wh o is now a student 
at Oakton Community College. 
Like many of today ’s veterans, h e is 
disilh isioned and Intter. He came 
b(»ne 
to find h is friends h ad moved away . 
He goes to sch ool but is a <h ffer« it 
ki nd of s t u de nt , 
alienated from 
classmates, getting an educatkm for dif­ 
ferent reasons. 
Colleges and trade sch ools h ave found 
veterans need special h dp. To jsrovide it, 
th ey ’ve h ired men like Oakton’s Win 
Miller, a field worker for th e Illinois Of­ 
fice of Human Resources and th e Illinois 
Veterans Administration wh o is paid by 
th e college to ctmtact vet« ans and h elp 
th em get into sch ool. 
According to Miller, 
veterans 
go 
th rough a period of adjustment th at can 
last quite a vdiile, depending on wh at 
kind of service th ey put in. Th e sh ock of 
facing death in oHnbat and th e del^litat- 
ing s« ise of dependency of military life 
both h ave h armful effects. 
“WHEN SOMEONE sh oots at y ou, 
y our values of life ch ange,” say s Miller. 
Veterans wh o return to th eir families ex ­ 
pecting to pick up wh ere th ey left off two 
y ears earlier often find th ey can’t. “Your 
parents, y our family , y our friends are 
th e same. You’ve ch anged,” h e say s. 
And unlike th e m« i wiio h ave come 
back from earlier wars, th e Vietnam vet­ 
eran is often fwgotten. He doesn’t r^um 
h ero, Miller say s, and be isn’t proud of 
part in an unpopular war. He can’t 
brag about war time ex periences be­ 
cause no one would listen. 
Th ere is th e problem of friends, try ing 
retrieve <rfd wies <m* find new ones. 
You just can’t come back to th e states, 
walk into a bar and join righ t in,” say s 
Miller.

The mayor of Chicago currently ap­ 
points four members of the seven-mem­ 
ber CTA board and the governor picks 
three. 
Schlickman’s bill reverses this to allow 
the governor four appointees and the 
mayor three. 
The revamped agency, dubbed the

Weller Creek’s crumbling banks in Des 
Plaines and Mount Prospect may receive 
another $50,000 reinforcement from the 
Illinois Division of Waterways this year. 
State officials have included the pro­ 
posed appropriation in the Illinois budget 
that the General Assembly must act on 
by June 30. . 
The total proposed outlay is one-third 
of the amount necessary to prevent 
washing away of backyards along the 
creek. 
“We took a severe budget cut. There’s 
a whole lot more that we won’t be able to 
do.” said John Guillou, chief waterways 
division engineer. 
Gov. Daniel Walker reviewed the divi­ 
sion’s budget last week and let stand the 
$50,000 project, which was trimmed from 
$150,000 by the state’s budget bureau. 
The proposed work — which will in­ 
clude pipe installation to drain water 
runoff and lining of creek banks to pre­ 
vent wearing away — is planned from 
the Washington Street bridge in Des 
Plaines to Williams Street in Mount 
Prospect. 
Assuming legislative passage, the bill 
could be signed by Walker in August, 
Guillou said. Next step would be project 
bidding. “We’ll definitely try to get 
some, maybe all, of the work done this 


year. The sodding may be delayed until 
next year.” 
SOME OF THE creek work will repair 
August and September 1972 flood dam­ 
age, he said. 
Last year, the state spent $90,212 to re­ 
pair 
banks 
between 
Mount 
Prospect 
Road and Williams Street. “We didn’t 
have the contract finished when the 
storms hit us,” Guillou said. 
Controversy over Weller Creek dates to 
1968 when Gov. Samuel Shapiro released 
$900,000 of $2 million planned for flood 
control. In 1969, the legislature voted 
$225,000 to complete the creek improve­ 
ment program. 
Widening and dredging of the creek — 
designed to prevent flooding of homes 
along 
Cumberland 
Parkway 
in 
Des 
Plaines — created a new problem — bank 
erosion. By 1972, residents estimated that 
four feet of their backyards had washed 
into the creek. 
Last year, Des Plaines “couldn’t wait” 
for the state to solve the problem, ac­ 
cord^ to Mayor Herbert Behrel. The city 
placed broken concrete along bank sec­ 
tions to prevent the wearing away. 
Another project pushed by Behrel, re­ 
placement of the Orchard Lane bridge by 
the state, was dropped from the water­ 
ways division proposed budget.

“The first impulse is to drink. That’s 
what I did,” says Miller, who had saved 
up $2,000 by the time he was discharged 
in October. Now, he says, “there’s noth­ 
ing to show for it.” 
Before entering the service, Miller at­ 
tended the University of Maryland. He 
didn't like school, didn t care about get­ 
ting a degree and wasn't concerned 
about getting a degree and did poorly. “I 
could have withdrawn from school when 
I got bad grades but I just let them flunk 
me,” says Miller, who was drafted. 
HE SERVED IN Army intelligence, 
where. Miller says, he “had it soft.'’ De­ 
spite weekly visits to his father who 
worked at the U.S. Embassy in Saigon, 
Miller found the war "unreal,” some­ 
thing from “Alice in Wonderland.” 
“I used to sit on my father's balcony in 
Saigon with a martini, watching B-52s 
bomb a village a few miles away,” he 
recalls. 
Miller says he would never reenlist 
but adds that many veterans find them­ 
selves forced to sign up again because 
they are unable to cope with civilian life. 
Lack of jobs for veterans, a critical prob­ 
lem in recent years, forced some men 
backinto the service That is easing. 
Acrckdng to Vera Rogers, spokesman 


for the Veteran’s Administration, the 
crisis in jobs for returning servicemen of 
one or two years ago “isn’t there any 
more.” Reductions in the size (rf the 
armed forces, plus increased GI bill 
benefits, have reduced the number of 
jobseekers. 
Figures from the U.S. Department (rf 
Labor statistics show that about 44 per 
cent of the discharged servicemen find 
jobs in less than five weeks, with another 
30 per coit gaining employment within 14 
weeks. 
Although 5.1 per cent of the nation’s 
work force is unemployed, only 4.9 per 
cent of the veterans in the job market 
cannot find work. 


AND A TOTAL of 213,000 veterans are 
attending school, which represents 64.2 
per cent of the ex-servicemen not in the 
labor force, a higher percentage than af­ 
ter either World War II or the Korean 
War. 
Five years ago, the returning veteran 
joined the labor force when he was dis­ 
charged but today he goes to school, ac­ 
cording to John Cosco of the Illinois 
State 
Employment 
Service 
in 
Des 
Plaines. 
The greatest number of job openings 
are in skilled trades such as machinists, 
tool and die makers, lathe and boring 
mill operators, Cosco says. Also needed, 
he says, are welders, engineers, automo­ 
tive mechanics, auto body repairmen 
and medical technicians. 
Community colleges like Oakton pro­ 
vide training in a number of job skill 


areas. It’s Miller’s job to contact veter­ 
ans living in the school’s Maine Town­ 
ship-Niles 
Township district 
and 
get 
them interested in enrolling. 
He works through groups such as the 
American Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars to find recently discharged 
servicemen. On campus, he keeps 
in 
touch with veterans attending classes at 
Oakton 
It’s a difficult job, he says. The Viet­ 
nam vet is not a joiner and usually 
avoids organizations. Many have no idea 
of the educational 
benefits 
available 
from the government and are eager to go 
to college when they learn they can at­ 
tend for free. 
There are now 175 veterans at Oakton 
and Miller hopes to make a substantial 
increase in that number by summer. He 
feels Oakton is a good place to get back 
into civilian life. Classes are small, so­ 
cial pressures are low* and teachers and 
counselors are available and willing to 
talk. 


ONE OF OAKTON’S veterans, Al Gol- 
bach, is an accounting student who was 
stationed in Thailand until December, 
1970, and later served on a 
base in 
Omaha. Neb. He works as a security offi­ 
cer for the college. 
Golbach says the Air Force changed 
Ms ideas about education. He enrolled at 
the University of Illinois Circle Campus 
after high school, didn't like it and joined 
the service. While working in intelligence 
research, he picked up some training in 
data processing and accounting. 


He hopes to combine his accounting de­ 
gree and experience as a security officer 
to get a job with the U.S. treasury de­ 
partment. 


Steve Friedman, an employe in Oak- 
ton's personnel office, is working on a 
graduate degree at a university. He 
wishes he could have attended Oakton af­ 
ter he was discharged from Vietnam in 
1970. “I was out of school for six years,” 
he says. “The kids I sat next to were 
18.” They talk about the high school 
prom and he talked about the time his 
buddy was blown up in Vietnam, Fried­ 
man says. 


“I really think this is a good transition 
place for kids. Students are made to 
feel part of the school,” said Freidman.

Homeowners learn hard way; find they have little recourse

A typical homeowner, faced with tyj>i- 
cal problems of flooding, inadequate in-

es, complains. But the lawmakers have

fared the potential buyer or redress for 
the owner through legislation or govern­ 
mental agencies. 
Consider an average guy on the block. 
He says his backyard resembles a swim- 
^ 
ming pool and that his children cannot 
sle^ in their bednxnns during the winter 
because ice forms on the interior walls. 
The sewer backs up continually, flood- 
. 
ing his home with raw sewage. He wor­ 
ries because the driveway is In-eaking 
up. He fears a crack in the foundation 
is widening. 
AVD HE CO.MPLAI.NS because the 
^ promised park acn»s the street never 
materialize. Recently, he discovered he 


has been paying taxes toward a park dis­ 
trict bearing the neighboring village’s 
name. His kids would never even use. the 
district’s facilities because they are lo­ 
cated too far away. 
This homeowner is fictitious, but the 
problems afflicting him are real. Sur­ 
prisingly enough, the largest purchase 
most people make, one at the heart of 
the American dream, has escaped the 
scrutiny of consumer activists. 
A man saves and mortgages his future 
to buy a house, most likely the most ex­ 
pensive purchase he’ll ever make. But 
the number of unresolved complaints 
against builders and developers leads 
one to believe homes are disposable, 
three-for-a-dollar affairs. 
Beyond the complaints of shoddy con­ 
struction, homebuyers today face other 
difficulties. The buyer must beware, a 
building (rfficial said recently. 
AND 
A P P A R E N T L Y the buyer can 
not always trust the government and 
some (rf the largest homebuilders in the 
country. The recent convictions of hous­ 
ing and Federal Housing Administration 
officials have been shocking indications 
of the holes in our housing laws. 
Royal Faubion of Palatine, former 


president of Kaufman and Broad Homes, 
Inc., irfeaded guilty in December 1972 to 
charges of bribing an EHA inspector in 
the summer of 1971. He receiv^ a sen­ 
tence of one year’s probation. 
Whom di<l it hurt if Faubion. as 
charged, gave the official $800, three 
cases of liquor, and a money clip? 
Maybe a man who shelled out thousands 
of dollars for a house that was poorly 
built, never inspected, and which may 
require fmancially draining repairs. 
Another incident (rf governmental lax­ 
ity involved a Schaumburg subdivision. 
Il^ntly these homeowners claimed 
their $30,000 homes were poorly built. 
Not only were some of these homes FHA- 
financed, but the village could never find 
records showing that it had inspected the 
houses. 
The builder in this case, Kaufman and 
Broad, has made good on some of the 
faults which ranged from buckling floors 
to cracked cement, after much adverse 
pulrficity. 
CO.MMUMTIES, AS weU as individ­ 
uals. are damaged by such events. A 
poorly-built home may be abandoned by 
the owners, and they may default on 
their federally insured mortgage. If this 
happens, the government (read tax­ 
payers) assumes ownership of the house.

TTIERE IS SOME truth in this. We 
should never forget in our horrified reac­ 
tion to any crime that something we, the 
people, helped to do, or left undone, may 
have been a factor in creating the rage, 
frustration or despair which issued in 
violence. 
But it is dangerously easy to go too far 
in this direction, so we wind up making 
collective guilt a scapegoat for personal 
guilt. 
Many people suffer the indignity and 
injustice of racial discrimination. Only a 
few becwne murderers and muggers be­ 
cause of it. Many y oung men have been 
sent to Vietnam to fight a war they found 
futile. Only a few wtwked off their frus- 
traticm by gunning down helpless wwnen 
and children. 


Sure, the serpent tempted Eve. But it 
was Eve herself who M curiosity take 
precedence over obey ing the Lord. And 
nobody twisted Adam’s arm. He just let 
a wMnan talk him into doing a foolisfti 
thing — as men have been doing ever 
since. 
No matter what the extenuating cir­ 
cumstances may be, each of us is moral­ 
ly responsiMe for his own conduct. To 
deny that, or even to fuzz it over with 
glib generalities about parental influence 
or social environment, is to make our­ 
selves less than human.

ship as an idol, Aaron had a glib ex­ 
planation for his apostasy: 


“DO NOT BE angry, sir,” he told 
Moses. “The people were deeply troubled 
. . and they said to me, ‘Make us gods.’ 
So they gave me their gold. I threw it in 
the fire, and out came this calf.” 
Pontius Pilate couldn’t find a legiti­ 
mate reason to sentence Jesus to death. 
But the mob was shouting for an execu­ 
tion. So Pilate, weakly assenting to the 
demand, “took water and washed his

hands in full view of the people, saying 
‘My hands are clean of this man’s 
blood.’ ” 
It still goes on, in our own time. 
At the My Lai trials, each defendant 
has stoutly insisted it wasn’t his idea to 
murder unarmed women and children: 
he was just obeying orders from some­ 
body else. 


In recent years, the ancient human 
tendency to shift the blame to someone 
else has undergone a significant refine­ 
ment. Now we are reluctant to hold any 
individual 
personally 
responsible 
for 
crimes such as murder, rape and drug- 
pushing. Morally, we say, the guilt really 
lies with society as a whole. We are col­ 
lectively to blame for allowing the exis­ 
tence of racism ct poverty ct other so­ 
cial conditions which breed criminal con­ 
duct. 


THERE IS SOME truth in this. We 
should never forget in our horrified reac­ 
tion to any crime that something we, the 
people, helped to do, ct left undone, may 
have been a factor in creating the rage, 
frustration or despair which issued in 
violence. 
But it is dangerously easy to go too far 
in this direction, so we wind up making 
collective guilt a scapegoat for personal 
guilt. 
Many people suffer the indignity and 
injustice of racial discrimination. Only a 
few become murderers and muggers be­ 
cause of it. Many young men have been 
sent to Vietnam to fight a war they found 
futile. Only a few worked off their frus­ 
tration by gunning down helpless women 
and children. 


Sure, the serpent tempted Eve. But it 
was Eve herself who let curiosity take 
precedence over obeying the Lord. And 
nobody twisted Adam’s arm. He just let 
a woman talk him into doing a foolish 
thing — as men have been doing ever 
since. 
No matter what the extenuating cir­ 
cumstances may be, each of us is moral­ 
ly responsible for his own conduct. To 
deny that, ct even to fuzz it over with 
glib generalities about parental influence 
ct social environment, is to make our­ 
selves less than human.

being investigated by Richard Nixon. But 
the awe of a Presiding Bishop (even a 
lame duck) is such that Bishop Hines has 
not even designed to inform the Council 
as to when he will complete his fox-in- 
t h e-h e n-h o u s e-h o I y-hawkshaw 
in­ 
vestigation. 
But on Feb. 20, when the Council meets 
again in the Episcopal Center in Green­ 
wich, Conn., Bishop Campbell has prom­ 
ised to hold a press conference — with or 
without the presence of Bishop Hines and 
his assistant Modeste. 
This could well uncover further scan­ 
dal, such as reported details of precisely 
what one of Modester militants told the 
staff of the denomination’s headquarters 
— concerning “black liberation” as the 
church’s only priority, with all whites on 
the staff told that their jobs and salaries 
were needed by blacks. 
This performance, according to an eye 
witness interviewed by this column, took 
place in December of 1970 — just days 
before more than IOO whites (and almost 
no blacks) were terminated by Hines’s 
assistant, Bishop Roger Blanchard. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th, 
lunched with newsmen from throughout 
his new district Friday and took the oc­ 
casion to announce his sponsorship of 
legislation to protect confidentiality of 
news sources, and a bipartisan congres­ 
sional effort to reassert the power of 
Congress. 


Crane told a dozen newspaper and 
broadcast media representatives at the 
Mount Prospect luncheon that he will in­ 
troduce legislation giving newsmen the 
right to protect their sources “in all but 
a few selected cases.” 
Crane’s proposal would protect news­ 
men from being required to disclose con­ 
fidential 
information to “any court, 
grand jury, agency, department ct com­ 
mission of the United States, or by either 
house of Congress,” with some ex­ 
ceptions, according to Crane. 


AMONG THE exceptions that would 
limit the privilege of confidentiality 
would be cases in which a newsman is 
sued for defamation and invokes con­ 
fidentiality of the source as a defense, 
and when details of grand jury ct other 
proceedings required to be kept secret 
have been disclosed. 
The Crane proposal 
also 
includes 
procedures for divesting newsmen of the 
privilege of confidentiality after a court 
hearing has established that information 
held by the newsman may have substan­ 
tial bearing on a threat to human life, 
espionage or foreign aggression. 


Crane emphasized to his luncheon 
guests that if the choice were between 
definite government regulation of the 
news media or completely unrestricted 
press freedom, he would choose the lat­ 
ter. His bill, identical to (me presented in 
the last Congress by Sen. James Pearson 
of Kansas, represents a reasonable com­ 
promise between those extremes, he 
said. 
• 
* 
• 
CRANE ALSO predicted a resurgence 
(rf independence by the Congress in the 
face of growing concern over expanding 
power (rf the executive branch of the fed­ 
eral government. 
He announced a bipartisan conference 
scheduled by members of the House and 
the Senate in Washington March 7 and 8, 
which will consider “The Constitutional 
Question — the Congress and the Execu­ 
tive.” 
Among the sponsors (rf the conference 
are Crane, widely considered one of the 
most conservative of Republican con-

gressmen, and liberal Democratic Sen. 
Adlai E. Stevenson III. 
Crane said there is a growing aware­ 
ness in Washington that the expanding 
powers of the White House are greatly 
the result of “abduction of its author­ 
ity” by the Congress. 


He cited the Gulf of Tonkin resolution 
as an abandonment to the President (rf 
congressional authority to wage war, and 
the authorization for the President to im­ 
pose wage and price controls as a sim­ 
ilar abandonment of authority on the do­ 
mestic front. 
As a result of the exercise of presiden­ 
tial power under the Gulf of Tonkin reso­ 
lution, said Crane, “One of the salutary 
effects of the Vietnam war has been the 


triggering of a bipartisan awareness of 
the erosion of congressional power.” 
THE 
12TH DISTRICT congressman 
said that a large majority of new mem­ 
bers of Congress — those first elected in 
November — are conservatives “who 
share traditional opposition to usurping 
of 
legislative 
power 
by 
the 
White 
House.” But, he said, among the new 
m e m b e r s , both liberals and con­ 
servatives share concern over the dimin­ 
ishing role of the Congress. 
Because of its own laxity, said Crane, 
the Congress has placed itself in a posi­ 
tion in which the President no longer 
seeks its advice. 
“Executive officers, such as prominent 
advisers to the President, need not sub­ 
mit to congressional approval and may 
refuse to answer congressional ques­ 
tions,” he declared. “Non-elected bu­ 
reaucrats, such as those at the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, 
may impose rules and regulations which 
Congress has never approved and which 
the 
President 
himself 
says 
he 
is 
against.” 
Among those who will participate in 
the March conference are former Sec. of 
State Dean Rusk, Ambasssador Charles 
Yost, former Atty. Gen. Nicholas Katzen- 
bach, former Senators William Spong 
and Gordon Allott, and former White 
House adviser Arthur Schlesinger Jr.

The sooner the better, as far as he’s 
concerned, because the market is there, 
ready and waiting.

And located only a moving sidewalk 
away, the O’Hare International Towers 
is destined to become the busiest hotel in 
the world. 


Tom Crossey worked as a bellman for 
two decades at the Sherman House in 
Chicago and watched the aging hotel’s 
glitter fade like contrails in the sky. 
And when the placed closed last 
month, Crossey knew exactly where he 
was headed. “Times change, you know,” 
he said. “This is the future . . . a whole 
new ball game.” 
He’s again with the action, now at the 
O’Hare International Tower hotel, which 
is likely to be the most lucrative estab­ 
lishment of its kind anywhere. 


“Ive seen a lot of places and this is the 
nicest,” he added while standing under 
the towering palm trees in the hotel’s 
lobby. He was dressed in a plum and 
silver uniform, the color of all else in the 
foyer. 


THE NEW 10-story hotel, located adja­ 
cent to the airport’s terminal areas, 
promises to be a businessman’s para­ 
dise. There s everything from remote- 
control movies to people movers — es­ 


calators 
— 
that 
transport 
persons 
directly from the terminal to the hotel 
lobby. 
Hotel officials indicate it’s not neces­ 
sarily the tourist they’re after, but the 
businessman who flies into Chicago for a 
day cm* two and is gone. Already business 
is good even with the restaurants, arcade 
and pubs not yet open. 
The 
black, 
half-moon-shaped 
hotel 
won t be entirely completed until this 
spring, but some IOO persons stayed 
there during a single night last week. 


Large firms have made plans for con­ 
ventions at O’Hare International, which 
claims persons will never have to leave 
the premises for anything. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the facility will 
have 979 guest rooms, seven restaurants, 
a nightclub, six pubs, 63 conference 
rooms, and an arcade of specialty shops 
with everything from art galleries to bar­ 
ber shops. 
Like the rest of this self-contained air­ 


port 
resort, 
the 
guest 
rooms 
are 
equipped with the latest. The average 
room is IS by 18 feet and costs $26 a 
night for single occupancy. Tables and 
chairs are chrome and plastic and ab­ 
stract paintings hang on the walls. 


Each room is equipped with a television 
set that can be transformed into a closed 
circuit theater for $3. Guests will see 
movies like the Academy award-winning 
“French Connection.” There eventually 
will be four movies from which to 
choose. 


“Everything will be here for the top 
businessman going through a fast semi­ 
nar,” said Gilbert Rosenbrier, executive 
vice president of Madison Square Garden 
Hotels Inc., the firm that also owns Ar­ 
lington Park Towers and the Acapulco 
Towers in Mexico. “We’ll have the latest 
in equipment and facilities . . . it’ll be 
first class.” 


CARPENTERS still are working in­ 
doors and there seems to be a long way 
to go before the facility is ready. But 
Rosenbrier says work is on schedule and 
most of the interior should be finished as 
early as March.

The report , issued last mont h by 
t he legislat ive commission, lam­ 
bast ed j unior colleges on a number 
of count s, charging t hat st udent s 
being admit t ed t o college t ransf er 
programs were less qualif ied t han 
t hose at t ending f our- year colleges, 
t hat j unior college operat ing cost s 
are t oo high and t hat vocat ional 
programs are inef f ect ive. 
Junior college of f icials f ear t hat 
t he report may be used by t he leg­ 
islat ure and by t he Illinois Board 
of Higher Educat ion t o j ust if y cut ­ 
backs in f unds f or t heir rapidly 
growing schools. 
Af t er st udying t he report we can 
see j ust if icat ion f or t he f ears. Even 
t hough t he report raises some 
serious issues about j unior college 
operat ions, it also seems t o be 
based on some misunderst andings 
of t he j unior college’ s role in high­ 
er educat ion.

In 
that case financial aid can be in­ 
creased and students can be sent 
directly to four y ear schools, leav­ 
ing the junior colleges with voca­ 
tional and community education 
programs. 
We doubt, however, that a care­ 
ful study would come to that kind 
of conclusion. Instead, state offi­ 
cials might do well to look at the 
California sy stem of higher educa­ 
tion where the roles of various 
kinds of schools are strictly de­ 
fined. 
In California, the university con­ 
centrates on the top students from 
high school graduating classes. 
The state colleges focus on a-differ­ 
ent kind of student and the junior 
colleges also have a defined group 
to aim to.

In the new book, “Abraham Lin­ 
coln” (Harper $4.95) Elton TVueblood 
brings together in one volume the major 
themes of Lincrin’s religious convictions, 
the depth of this faith, and the reasons 
for being called,“Theologian of American 
Anguish.” 
Entire libraries ex ist on Lincoln’s skill 
in statecraft, his unlikely beginnings, his 
sorrow in marriage and family life. Yet 
a few half-dozen books have been written 
about his religious orientation and theo­ 
logical per^)ective ~ a good one being 
Wolfs “Lincoln’s Religion.” Not that Mr.

“Underly ing aU particular decisions 
was a moral revulsion against human 
slavery , a my stical sense (rf the impor­ 
tance of the Union, and an abiding con­ 
viction that the divine order could be as­ 
certained and foUowed.” 
In many respects this volume on Lin­ 
coln is a treasury of the most quoted and 
remembered comments of the man from 
Illinois. He never joined a church, y et his 
Christian convictions were hardly hidden 
when he said: 
“When any duirch wiU inscribe over 
its altar as its sole qualification f(M* 
membership the Savior’s condensed 
statemoit of the substance o i both law 
and Gospel, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with aU thy heart,and* with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind and thy 
neighbor as thy self — that Church wiU I 
join with aU my heart and soul.”

Wrote 
Reinhold Niebuhr: “Lincoln has always 
been my hero in religion and in state­ 
craft.” And the Great Emancipator has 
had a universal following, so that Ameri­ 
cans overseas should not be surprised to 
see his words quoted in British churches 
and colleges, with appropriate markings. 
Happily, for us and our time, True­ 
blood has hit the theme which brings the 


full force of Lincoln in 1973 and its heart­ 
ache. 
“While he is remembered primarily 
for his difficult political decisions which 
kept the Union intact, the more we study 
them the more we realize that all of 
them were reached at a level far deeper 
than that of politics.” 
Trueblood weaves the development of 
Lincoln as politician and theologian, 
man-server and God-seeker. It was not 
an easy or smooth journey. His burden 


was personal, in the death of a son, and 
corporate, in the dying of a nation. Con­ 
cluded Trueblood: 
“Underlying all particular decisions 
was a moral revulsion against human 
slavery, a mystical sense of the impor­ 
tance of the Union, and ail abiding con­ 
viction that the divine order could be as­ 
certained and followed.’’ 
In many respects this volume on Lin­ 
coln is a treasury of the most quoted and 
remembered comments of the man from 
Illinois. He never joined a church, yet his 
Christian convictions were hardly hidden 
when he said: 
“When any church will inscribe over 
its altar as its sole qualification for 
membership 
the 
Savior’s 
condensed 
statement of the substance of both law 
and Gospel, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart,and* with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind and thy 
neighbor as thyself — that Church will I 
join with all my heart and soul.” 
And how can we not think of Vietnam 
when we reread these words which were 
part of the Second Inaugural address? 
“If God now wills the removal of a 
great wrong and wills also that we of the 
North as well as you of the South, shall 
pay fairly for our complicity in that 
wrong, impartial history will find therein 
new cause to attest and revere the jus­ 
tice and goodness of God.” 
It is not surprising that he called 
A m e r i c a n s "God’s almost chosen 
people.”

Put simply, we need more fighters like 
Mrs. Furer — persons touched by illness 
who endure through it and are willing to 
alert the public and our institutions to 
the need to conquer. Indeed, the success­ 
ful fight against the almost-forgotten 
polio must have begun when someone 
such as Mrs. Furer began a lonely cam­ 
paign for research towards a cure. 
This column won’t repeat the specifics 
of the problem of diabetes, because Mrs. 
Furer and others have argued the case 
better than it can be argued here. But 
her courage in publicizing this shadowy, 
little-understood (and apparently little- 
researched) disease which maims and 
cripples is commendable. 
The message perhaps is that if you 
stand on either side of the abortion issue, 
you should stand up and be counted. 
Mrs. Furer’s set an awfully good stan­ 
dard for future partisans on any issue; 
it’s just that her cause (at this moment) 
is lonelier than the abortion issue.

“The move toward nostalgia in the flir- 
niture industry is making our cloda 
highly desirable items,” Miller said. The 
dockmaking craft came to America wWi 
the early colooists. 
“Many tall docks made by those 
craftsmen are still keeping accurate 
time,” Miller said. 
ONE OF Colonial's sales promotioiis 
includes exact reproductiaiis of docks at 
least 200 y ears old which are on display 
in the Henry FcmxI Museum at G reo^dd 
Village, near Detroit 
*’We have permissioa to re[» tiduce 
them from the museum peofde,” Hartzell 
said. “But they ’ve got to be exact in ev­ 
ery detail, even to irregularities in the 
woodwork or finish. The only excei^on 
is in height. That’s because ceilings 
nowaday s are a lot lower than they were 
then.”

$15,000 is more ty pical. 
Car-wash operations run from $7,000 to 
more than $85,000. Wide ranges like this 
in several categories indicate the trend 
toward big-ticket investments. 


THE FRANCHISE field is différait to­ 
day in other way s, too. The sizzling fran­ 
chise boom that started in the ’80s has 
cooled off a lot in the last ample of 
y ears, and the excesses that accom­ 
panied the great boom left franchiseing 
witii a slightly tarnished image. Possibly 
all for the best. 
“A marked trend toward reform,” 
say s the publisher of the directory , has 
resulted in federal and state safeguard 
legislation that now makes franchise op­ 
portunities “far more realistic and re- 
Uable.” 


Still, the “1973 Directory of FrancMs- 
ing Organizations” does contain a check­ 
list of investigation and precautions for 
the potential investor suggesting that 
caveat emptor is still the watchwatl in 
the franchise business. 
The publisher (Pilot Books, 347 Fifth 
Ave., New’ York City ) emphasizes that it 
is not connected with any franchising a*- 
ganizatioi. The $2 directory , listing some 
TOO franchise firms, points out that new 
companies relatively untested, need es­ 
pecially thorough 
investigation.

The 
amount of government food storage is 
being largtiy eliminated, im pot res- 
trants on beef have been lifted and ex­ 
port subsidies fa* raw agricultural prod­ 
ucts have been cut 
Perhaps the most important step in 
keeinng the tabs on food prices in the 
long range is the Administration decision 
that all U.S. Departmoit of Agriculture 
(USDA) decisions relating to marketing 
ordei^ and guides for food distribution 
and purchase must be cleared with the 
Cost of Living CouncO, said Fiedler. This 
would solve problems of agencies work­ 
ing at cross-purposes. 
CONSUMER’S won’t see any effect on 
the supermarket prices next week, Fied­ 
ler adM . Within several months, these 
cost programs should pay off, predicts 
the economist. 
In the meantime, what advice couM he 
give consumers confronted by those hi^ 
beef prices? Buy chicken or turkey or 
less expensive cuts of meat, advises 
Fiedler. 
Discussmg the outlook for 1973 labor 
negotiations, Fiedler said the slowdown 
is the inflation rate from 5 per cent to 3 
per cent since during Phase I and Hiase 
n has already contributed to an im- 
in*oved bargainii^ climate. He expects a 


continuing improvemect as a resott of 
Administratioo efforts during Pha se m 
to bring down inflation fitnn approod- 
mattiy 3 per cent to the 2J per cent 
mark by the end of this y ear. 
Tliis is an ambitious, but not uoretiis- 
tic goal, Fledkr adcted. Hie efforts of 
American business and working people 
are needed to make it wo*k, he said. The 
Administration wees tins effort, along 
with restraint hi fq^eral spen&ig, as a 
means of reducing the effects of inflation 
and taxes on the consumer’s pocketbook. 


Inequities resulting from Phase n 
rules will hopefidly be tiiminatod, Fied­ 
ler said. He dted current moves toward 
higher fuel prices and the shortage of 
beating oil and other fuels this winter as 
an example of the inequities. 
The Big Stick, or the “ch* in the 
closet,” as Fielder caH it, stil a part of 
the “voluntary ” Phase HI program. 
“It’s there. We’D use it tf we have to,” 
he said. Imposmg mandatory controls is 
one means that can be used to keep in­ 
dustries in line.

He measured the frequency of 
each pendulum-like motion of the lamp 
with the only timing device available — 
his pulse. His suspicious were verified. 
Each complete swing of the lamp took 
precisely the same amount of time, ac­ 
cording to Galileo’s “clock.” 
That was the first breakthrough in 
measuring time accurately. It evolved 
into the “floor” or “tall” clock — known 
today as grandfather’s clock. People 
manufacturing grandfather clocks say 
business never has been so good. 
“WE’VE GROWN ABOUT 40 per cent 
a year for the last six years,” said John 
Hartzell, vice president of Colonial of 
Zeeland, one of six major manufacturers 
of grandfathers in the United States. 
Cokmial’s crosstown rival, Barwick 


Clock Co., a division of the Howard Mill­ 
er Clock Co., had similar growth in the 
same period, according to company vice 
president Philip D. Miller. 
“The move toward nostalgia in the fur­ 
niture industry is making our clocks 
highly desirable items,’’ Miller said. The 
clockmaking craft came to America with 
the early colonists. 
“Many tall clocks made by those 
craftsmen are still keeping accurate 
time,” Miller said. 
ONE OF Colonial’s sales promotions 
includes exact reproductions of clocks at 
least 200 years old which are on display 
in the Henry Ford Museum at Greenfield 
Village, near Detroit. 
“We have permission to reproduce 
them from the museum people,” Hartzell 
said. “But they’ve got to be exact in ev­ 
ery detail, even to irregularities in the 
woodwork or finish. The wily exception 
is in height. That’s because ceilings 
nowadays are a lot lower than they were 
then.” 
Both Hartzell and Miller said the 
grandfather clock business is the fastest 
growing segment of the American furni­ 
ture industry. 


• The franchisers will set you up in busi­ 
ness in a doughnut shop for around 
$12,000 — make you the operator of a 
big-name motel for $250,000 — or hand 
you the key to a steak house-and-cock- 
tails restaurant for a cool half million. 


Those are some of the required in­ 
vestments listed in this year’s edition of 
an annual franchise directory. Inflation 
alone doesn’t seem to be responsible for 
the rising fees. The trend in franchising 
appears to be away from the inexpensive 
mom-and-pop operations of several years 
ago. Much of it, today, is obviously big 
business. 
True, the coin-op laundry is still avail­ 
able for $7,000 — from one franchiser, 
although a more elaborate operation with 
a patented-process drycleaning plant re­ 
quires a $26,000 investment, and around 
$15,000 is more typical. 
Car-wash operations run from $7,000 to 
more than $85,000. Wide ranges like this 
in several categories indicate the trend 
toward big-ticket investments. 


THE FRANCHISE field is different to­ 
day in other ways, too. The sizzling fran­ 
chise boom that started in the ’60s has 
cooled off a lot in the last couple of 
years, and the excesses that accom­ 
panied the great boom left franchiseing 
with a slightly tarnished image. Possibly 
all for the best. 
“A marked trend toward reform,” 
says the publisher of the directory, has 
resulted in federal and state safeguard 
legislation that now makes franchise op­ 
portunities “far more realistic and re­ 
liable.” 


Still, the “1973 Directory of Franchis­ 
ing Organizations” does contain a check­ 
list of investigation and precautions for 
the potential investor suggesting that 
caveat emptor is still the watchword in 
the franchise business. 
The publisher (Pilot Books, 347 Fifth 
Ave., New1 York City) emphasizes that it 
is not connected with any franchising or­ 
ganization. The $2 directory, listing some 
700 franchise firms, points out that new 
companies relatively untested, need es­ 
pecially thorough 
investigation. 
And 
“risks are increasing, as companies

crowd each other for the more desirable 
locations.” 
OTHERWISE, things haven’t changed 
much in the last year or two. The fast- 
food operations — hamburgers, fried 
chicken, pizzas and the like — still domi­ 
nate, with more than 125 franchisers list­ 
ed. 
As little as $7,200 gets you a burger 
and frozen custard stand — or you can 
go as high as $102,000 for a burger drive­ 
in restaurant. 


'For the more cultured, art galleries 
run $10,000 to $30,000, and $24,000 puts 
you in the business of selling simulated 
16th-century stained glass. 


You can get into the plane-rental busi­ 
ness for $125,000, or rent water bikes and 
sailboats (you supply the water) for 
$1,000. Car-rental operations nm as high 
as a quarter of a million — though one 
franchiser offers to start you off with 
$3,000. 
Some of the wide differences suggest 
that the publisher’s checklist for in­ 
vestigating franchise offers includes one 
very cogent question: “What are the true 
costs for entering the franchise?” 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

Food price relief seen

Consumers may be glad to know that 
in several months all the flak about 
keeping food prices in line should finally 
start to pay off. 
That’s the hopeful report straight from 
the President’s people in the Cost of Liv­ 
ing Council. These ambitious adminis­ 
trators were candid enough to admit it 
will be no easy task, in a Chicago confer­ 
ence Friday in Chicago. 
Led by Edgar R. Fiedler, assistant

Secretary of the Treasury for economic 
policy, a team of the administration’s 
Phase III policy-makers addressed a 
crowd in the Prudential Building audito­ 
rium. Fiedler’s speech was followed by a 
question-and-answer session and a press 
briefing. He outlined steps being taken to 
curb food price increases, as well as the 
outlook for other sectors of the economy. 


COMMENTING ON THE problems of 
the maverick food prices which continue 
to outpace all other consumer items, 
Fiedler said no difficulty is greater than 
this inflation-curbing effort. “We’ve been 
urged to freeze raw agricultural product 
prices,” said Fiedler. He said this would 
create more problems than it would 
solve, as there would be no incentive to 
increase agricultural production. 
The Administration has undertaken a 
series of moves designed to lessen the 
upward pressure on food prices within 
several months. First, by releasing a 
large portion of the acreage formerly in 
the set-aside form programs, the volume 
of grain production will be increased. 
In addition, the remaining set-aside 
lands can now be used for cattle grazing, 
a reversal of government policy. The 
amount (rf government food storage is 
being largely eliminated, import res­ 
traints on beef have been lifted and ex­ 
port subsidies for raw agricultural prod­ 
ucts have been cut. 
Perhaps the most important step In 
keeping the tabs on food prices in the 
long range is the Administration decision 
that all U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) decisions relating to marketing 
orders and guides for food distribution 
and purchase must be cleared with the 
Cost of Living Council, said Fiedler. This 
would solve problems of agencies work­ 
ing at cross-purposes. 
CONSUMER’S won’t see any effect on 
the supermarket prices next week, Fied­ 
ler added. Within several months, these 
cost programs should pay off, predicts 
the economist. 
In the meantime, what advice could he 
give consumers confronted by those high 
beef prices? Buy chicken or turkey or 
less expensive cuts of meat, advises 
Fiedler. 
Discussing the outlook for 1973 labor 
negotiations, Fiedler said the slowdown 
is the inflation rate from 5 per cent to 3 
per cent since during Phase I and Phase 
II has already contributed to an im­ 
proved bargaining climate. He expects a 


continuing improvement as a result of 
Administration efforts during Phase III 
to bring down inflation from approxi­ 
mately 3 per cent to the 2.5 per cent 
mark by the end of this year. 
This is an ambitious, but not unrealis­ 
tic goal, Fiedler added. The efforts of 
American business and working people 
are needed to make it work, he said. The 
Administration sees tins effort, along 
with restraint in federal spending, as a 
means of reducing the effects of inflation 
and taxes on the consumer’s pocket bode. 
Inequities resulting from Phase II 
rules will hopefully be eliminated, Fied­ 
ler said. He cited current moves toward 
higher fuel prices and the shortage of 
heating oil and other fuels this winter as 
an example of the inequities. 
The Big Stick, or the “club in the 
closet,” as Fielder call it, still a part of 
the “voluntary” Phase n i program. 
“It’s there. We’ll use it if we have to,” 
he said. Imposing mandatory controls is 
one means that can be used to keep in­ 
dustries in line.

Why is the dollar in trouble 
t / 
again around the world? 


Speculators sold millions in unwanted 
dollars last week, with the West German 
and Japanese state banks buying them to 
protect the dollar and their own imperil­ 
ed currencies. 
Some financial experts predict the 
West German bank, for one, might stop 
buying dollars. 
Questions and answers on the latest 
monetary crisis follow. 
Q. Why is the dollar in trouble? 
A. Because there are too many dollars 
outside the control of the United States 
and the people who own or control them 
are afraid they will decrease in value. 
Q. Who is selling the dollar? 
A. Mostly speculators and they range 
from wealthy individuals, such as Middle 
East oil sheiks, to international indus­ 
trial companies. 
Q. Why are they selling now? 
A. Because they do not want to lose 
money if the value of the dollar de­ 
creases and, in addition, they are gam­ 
bling that some major currencies will be­ 
come more valuable — and so they will 
make big profits by betting against the 
dollar. 
Q. What makes them think the dollar 
Is going down? 
A. Because they are worried about 
such bhings as the record deficits in the 
American balance of payments, trade 
and the latest budget, the continued high 
cost of maintaining troops in Europe, the 
threat of inflation and concern about the 
huge expense of U. S. Commitments in 
Southeast Asia. 
Q. What caused the balance of pay­ 
ments deficit? 


A. A lot (rf things. Americans buy 
many more foreign products than they 
sell in other countries. Tourists spend 
much more overseas than foreigners 
spend in the United States. Financing 
Asian wars. 
Q. Can’t the United States do some­ 
thing about this deficit? 
A. Not easily. The cost of producing 
goods has increased faster than the cost 
for foreign businessmen, especially in 
Japan and other Asian countries. That 
means that their goods often cost less 
than goods produced in the United States 
itself. Americans will continue traveling 
overseas and there is no sign foreign vis­ 
itors will spend enough to offset what 
Americans spend. And, very important 
this, American businessmen will continue 
to buy more and more raw materials in 
other countries, spending dollars to get 
everything from rubber to coffee. 


Q. Wily are so many of the dollars ac­ 
cumulating in West Germany? 
A. Because a lot of what the United 
States buys is through West Germany 
and because a lot of American money is 
invested there. Also because the mark is 
so strong speculators want to exchange 
their dollars for it. 
Q. Why is West Germany buying the 
dollars even though it does not want 
them? 
A. Because if the West Germans do not 


buy the dollar, it will jeopardize the sta­ 
bility of the mark and thus make Ger­ 
man goods more expensive. Japan, 
France and Britain feel much the same 
way about the yen, franc and pound. 
Q. What do these countries want? 
A. They want the United States to 
make the dollar healthier.

Postal Service 


negotiating 


airplane space 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 
Postal Service says it is tired (rf being 
blamed when airlines are slow in deliv­ 
ering mail and will try to negotiate guar­ 
anteed, scheduled space on planes. 


“We can no longer stand by and let the 
airlines decide whether they’re going to 
carry our mail or not. We’re going to 
insist upon having committed space,” 
Postmaster General E. T. Klassen said 
in a statement. 


Mail is now, delivered by airlines partly 
on a scheduled basis and partly on a 
space available basis. The Postal Service 
said mail delays at several major air­ 
ports were reported last Christmas. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., urged enactment of a bill to 
ease the impact of a second-class rate in­ 
creases which he said could kill thou­ 
sands of periodicals. 


His bill, co-sponsored by Sen. Barry M. 
Coldwater, R-Ariz., and 17 other sena­ 
tors, would spread the increases over IO 
years and establish a ceiling of 66 2/3 per 
cent of the applicable rates for the first 
250.000 copies per issue of any publica­ 
tion.

FDA p rop oses cosmetics mak ers 


b e req u ired to list in gred ien ts

The Food and Drug Administration has 
proposed a requirement that cosmetic 
manufacturers list ingredients on their 
package labels. The proposal came about 
as a result of a petition filed by the Con­ 
sumer Federation of America urging full 
ingredient labeling. 
The proposal constituted a significant 
shift in FDA policy , which formerly had 
encouraged voluntary ii^redient label­ 
ing, a proposal made by the Cosmetic, 
Toiletry and Fragrance Association, the 
trade group of the $6 billion cosmetics 
industry . 
Last August the FDA published guide­ 
lines for ingredient labeling and the 
President’s consumer specialist, Virginia 
Knauer, wrote to 19 manufacturers urg­ 
ing them to adopt ingredient labeling 
practices. 
These guidelines suggested that in­ 
gredients be listed in descending order of 
predominance, in readable ty pe size, lo­ 
cated either on an existing information 
panel or an attached tag or display card. 
Ingredients, the agency said, should be 
referred to by the accepted name as list­ 
ed in the U.S. Pharmacopeia or similar 
code, or by the common chemical. 
BUT THE VOLUNTARY labeling plan 


has been totally unsuccessful. Despite as­ 
surances of several manufacturers that 
they planned to initiate ingredient dis­ 
closure in one way or another, none has 
done so, and most of the industry has 
continued to balk at such revelation. 
A spokesman for Alberto-Culver pro­ 
tested that the company wants to “guard 
our secrets,” while the president of Hel­ 
ene Curtis asserted that the average con­ 
sumer “wouldn’t even understand an in­ 
gredient list." 
Avon Products was the first manufac­ 
turer to agree to disclose ingredients, but 
onl y 
upon 
“reasonable" 
customer 
request. The company told The Herald in 
August that it would await the FDA 
guidelines — which had already been is­ 
sued — before considering labeling. 
Colgate-Palmolive was the only com­ 
pany to agree to immediate, uncon­ 
ditional labeling of ingre(fients on all its 
products. But, to date, its products carry 
no ingredient labeling. 
Six other companies indicated early 
last fall that they would provide in­ 
gredient information, either through “ex­ 
panded labeling” or other forms of com­ 
munication. These included Almay , Ar- 
Ex, L’Oreal, Mennen, Revl(Mi and Warn­ 
er-Lambert. A Herald survey indicated 


that none of these is y et providing any 
ingredient information. 
IN THE LAST session of Congress the 
Senate passed legislation that would 
have required ingredient labeling of cos­ 
metics, but the House had not taken any 
action on the bill at the time of adjourn­ 
ment, thus killing it. However, sponsors 
of the bill indicated that it would be in­ 
troduced again in the current Congress. 
According to an FDA spokesman, the 
proposal issued this week could take six 
months to a y ear to become effective. 
There is a 60-day period for public com­ 
ment before any action can be taken. 
Some 60,000 persons annually suffer in­ 
jury or ailment due to cosmetics, Accord­ 
ing to the National Commission on Prod­ 
uct Safety . But Arlington Heights der­ 
matologist Dr. Marvin Margolis toW The 
Herald he and his colleagues “have 
trouble with the cosmetic companies not 
volunteering information to us.” He said 
that finding out ingredients to treat a 
patient is “a time-consuming and frus­ 
trating process.” Some companies, he 
said, outrightly refuse to provide him 
with information. 
Several dermatologists survey ed in this 
area indicated that they regularly treat 
patients for allergic reactions to cosmet- 


ics. However, without ingredient infor­ 
mation, treatment is (Jifficult. 
“If the doctor can isolate the specific 
ingredient a person is allergic to, and if 
ingredients are listed on labels, then the 
person can avoid produ(!ts contaimng 
that ingredient,” Dr. Margolis said. 
IF INGREDIENT labeling becomes 
mandatory , it could also open up another 
can of worms — accuracy (rf advertis­ 
ing. If products that have been adver­ 
tised as containing lemons, proteins, 
herbs, flowers, vitamin E and a number 
of other “special ingredients” do not ac­ 
tually contain those ingredients, the fal­ 
lacy of the claim will become apparent 
in the content label. 
There has been little action by the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission so far in calling 
for ad substantiation by cosmetic manu­ 
facturers. 
The FTC also has not called for sub­ 
stantiation of currently popular claims 
about the cosmetic powers of vitamin E.

FDA proposes cosmetics makers 


l)e required to list ingredients

The Food and Drug Administration has 
proposed a requirement that cosmetic 
manufacturers list ingredients on their 
package labels. The proposal came about 
as a result of a petition filed by the Con­ 
sumer Federation of America urging full 
ingredient labeling. 
The proposal constituted a significant 
shift in FDA policy, which formerly had 
encouraged voluntary ingredient label­ 
ing, a proposal made by the Cosmetic, 
Toiletry and Fragrance Association, the 
trade group of the $6 billion cosmetics 
industry. 
Last August the FDA published guide­ 
lines for ingredient labeling and the 
President’s consumer specialist, Virginia 
Knauer, wrote to 19 manufacturers urg­ 
ing them to adopt ingredient labeling 
practices. 
These guidelines suggested that in­ 
gredients be listed in descending order of 
predominance, in readable type size, lo­ 
cated either on an existing information 
panel or an attached tag or display card. 
Ingredients, the agency said, should be 
referred to by the accepted name as list­ 
ed in the U.S. Pharmacopeia or similar 
code, or by the common chemical. 
BUT THE VOLUNTARY labeling plan 


has been totally unsuccessful. Despite as­ 
surances of several manufacturers that 
they planned to initiate ingredient dis­ 
closure in one way or another, none has 
done so, and most of the industry has 
continued to balk at such revelation. 
A spokesman for Alberto-Culver pro­ 
tested that the company wants to “ guard 
our secrets,” while the president of Hel­ 
ene Curtis asserted that the average con­ 
sumer “ wouldn’t even understand an in­ 
gredient list.” 
Avon Products was the first manufac­ 
turer to agree to disclose ingredients, but 
o n l y 
upon 
“ reasonable” 
customer 
request. The company told The Herald in 
August that it would await the FDA 
guidelines — which had already been is­ 
sued — before considering labeling. 
Colgate-Palmolive was the only com­ 
pany to agree to immediate, uncon­ 
ditional labeling of ingredients on all its 
products. But, to date, its products carry 
no ingredient labeling. 
Six other companies indicated early 
last fall that they would provide in­ 
gredient information, either through “ ex­ 
panded labeling” or other forms of com­ 
munication. These included Almay, Ar- 
Ex, L ’Oreal, Mennen, Revlon and Warn­ 
er-Lambert. A Herald survey indicated 


that none of these is yet providing any 
ingredient information. 
IN THE LAST session of Congress the 
Senate passed legislation that would 
have required ingredient labeling of cos­ 
metics, but the House had not taken any 
action on the bill at the time of adjourn­ 
ment, thus killing it. However, sponsors 
of the bill indicated that it would be in­ 
troduced again in the current Congress. 
According to an FDA spokesman, the 
proposal issued this week could take six 
months to a year to become effective. 
There is a 60-day period for public com­ 
ment before any action can be taken. 
Some 60.000 persons annually suffer in­ 
jury or ailment due to cosmetics, accord­ 
ing to the National Commission ai Prod­ 
uct Safety. But Arlington Heights der­ 
matologist Dr. Marvin Margolis told The 
Herald he and his colleagues “ have 
trouble with the cosmetic companies not 
volunteering information to us.” He said 
that finding out ingredients to treat a 
patient is “ a time-consuming and frus­ 
trating process.” Some companies, he 
said, outrightly refuse to provide him 
with information. 
Several dermatologists surveyed in this 
area indicated that they regularly treat 
patients for allergic reactions to cosmet­ 


ics. However, without ingredient infor­ 
mation, treatment is difficult. 
“ If the doctor can isolate the specific 
ingredient a person is allergic to, and if 
ingredients are listed on labels, then the 
person can avoid products containing 
that ingredient,” Dr. Margolis said. 
IF INGREDIENT labeling becomes 
mandatory, it could also open up another 
can of worms — accuracy of advertis­ 
ing. If products that have been adver­ 
tised as containing lemons, proteins, 
herbs, flowers, vitamin E and a number 
of other “ special ingredients” do not ac­ 
tually contain those ingredients, the fal­ 
lacy of the claim will become apparent 
in the content label. 
There has been little action by the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission so far in calling 
for ad substantiation by cosmetic manu­ 
facturers. 
The FTC also has not called for sub­ 
stantiation of currently popular claims 
about the cosmetic powers of vitamin E .

Even wa­ 
tering takes care—the foliage needs the 
w a t e r b u t s h o u l d never touch 
the blossom. It does best in a 50 to 6<K 
degree temperature. New shoots can be 
used for cuttings.

Skin tests unfortunately are quite un­ 
reliable for food allergy. The foods most 
often found to be responsible are milk, 
chocolate and cora. 
“Elimination of the first two alone 
may bring relief to over half the cases. It 
is not quite as easy as it sounds as milk 
elimination includes cheese and ice 
cream. Chocolate elimination includes 
cola drinks.” 
He contends that allergy to milk, the 
chief offender often begins in infancy.

IQ s With Age

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) —Nearly ev- 
r>'one’s IQ seems to g et hig her as he g ets 
older, at least until middle ag e — ex cept 
that <rf above-averag e g irls. They barely 
g et smarter at all. 
That fascinating set of facts is the 
work of Dr. Katherine Bradway , a San 
Francisco psy cholog ist, who did a follow- 
up IQ study showing the median IQs of a 
g roup of 48 y oung sters tested in 1931 
have steadily and dramatically risen 
ever since. 
The y oung sters were among the orig i­ 
nal g roup used as a basis for standards 
de vi s e d for the Stanford-Binet in­ 
tellig ence quotient test. 
Male subjects with IQs around 100 as 
children leaped 27 points. Girls starting 
with slig htly below 100 IQs jumped 26 
points. Other g roups w« it ahead almost 
as much — but g irls with above-averag e 
IQs picked up only 7 points. 
The psy cholog ist thinks she may know 
why the brig ht g irls did not g et much 
brig her. Perhaps they decided — uncon­ 
sciously — it was not a g ood idea to g et 
too brig ht. 
“PERHAPS THEY didn’t have the 
thing s they really wanted out of life, 
such as dating and popularity ,” Dr. 
Bradway said. 
“It’s possible that they unconsciously 
be g a n inhibiting their intellectual 
g rowth, and this became a pattern en­ 
during in later life.’* 
Another possibility may be that the 
briht g irl, now middle-ag ed, did not g et 
enoug h stimulation on the job, or as a 
housewife.

Use Caution 
With Makeup 


NEW YORK (UPI) - “The eyes have 
it” is a fine slogan. When adding makeup 
and other things of a beautifying nature, 
caution is the watchword for eyes’ sake. 
That’s one time you don’t want eyes to 
“have it.” 
Dr. Alden N. Haffner, consultant to the 
Society for Visual Care and executive 
director of the Optometric Center of New 
York, says morning and evening rush 
hours before the mirror are primary 
danger occasions. Aerosols are used hur­ 
riedly, misdirected into the eyes instead 
of to the hair or body. 
“One way to minimize this type of ac­ 
cident,” Dr. Haffner said, “is to dab 
bright red nail polish on the jet side of 
the nozzle — enabling you to tell at a 
glance where the spray will emerge.” 
A full-force hair or perfume aerosol 
spray misaimed into your eyes can cause 
temporary redness and discomfort. It 
can also give the impression that you 
have either chronic hay fever or, worse, 
have been weeping. 
SHOULD HAIRSPRAY get into the 
eyes, do not rub. Simply wash the eyes 
with warm water. If soreness persists, 
see your eye doctor. 
Now as for those things worn on the 
eyes, as Dr. Haffner referred to eye 
make-up, here’s the report: 
When particles fall into the eye they 
are carried by the tears to the inner cor­ 
ner. When inner corners get filled with 
makeup particles, usually mixed with 
mucus, the tear ducts may be pre­ 
disposed to infections. 
Dr. Haffner isn’t high on eye shadow 
mascara that cakes. The caking may 
flake off and flick into the eye or lodge 
underneath contact lenses and set up an 
irritation. 
“False eyelashes can present hazards, 
too,” Dr. Haffner said. “Watch possible 
lid irritation from glue used to stick on 
lashes. If you wear glasses, trim lashes 
so they don’t brush against the lenses. 
This not only is uncomfrotable but the 
lashes can spread a film over lenses that 
impairs vision.” 
For removing eye makeup, Dr. Haf­ 
fner recommends an inert oil, such as 
plain mineral oil.

Ibsen cut'of the base of the tooth to 
make it fit the gumline, filled the root 
canal to prevrat decay and using Lee’s 
bonding adhesive, put the tooth back in 
the patierrt’s mouth. 
The tooth is still in place and since 
then, Ibsen has bonded teeth — either 
natural or plastic — into a number of 
patients’ mouths. 
Ibsen credits Lee and the development 
of the new adhesives with making pos­ 
sible what he calls “ adhesive restorative 
dentistry,” which includes not only the 
bonding process but also cavity filling, 
repairs and the sealing of pits ai^ fis­ 
sures. 
BEFO RE ADHESIVES came along, 
the standard procedure for repairing 
caries-cavities was for the d«rtist to drill 
deep enough into the inner part of the 
tooth, the dentrin, the part that hurts, to 
get a firm anchor for a silver o r gold 
filling, because the raamel of the tooth is 
too fragile to hold a filling. 
And for missing teeth, the only accept­ 
able method for adults was permanent 
bridgework. For children, either the 
space was left blank or the patient was 
fitted with a temporary plate until he 
was old enough to be fitted with per­ 
manent bridgework. 
One of Ibsen’s patients is a 15-year-old 
girl who had been wearing a single tooth 
partial for five years and normally could 
have expected to wear it for another 
three or four years before her teeth 
were developed sufficiently for a per­ 
manent bridgework. 
HE BONDED IN A plastic tooth three 
months ago. The girl lost the bonded 
tooth once — when she bit down too hard 
on a piece of candy. But glueing the 
tooth back in place took only 20 minutes. 
While bonded teeth are not as strong 
as fixed bridges, Ibsen said they are 


strong enough for most purposes. 
“ With normal usage you can eat any­ 
thing,” he said. “ It will take normal 
chewing stresses — even com cm the cob 
— if you get a good bond. But even if it 
comes loose in six months or so, we can 
put it right back in a few minutes.” 
Ibsen is mthusiastic about the future 
of adhesives in dentistry, but he cautions 
that bonding teeth into place is still a 
temporary solution. 
“ I would not consider it a substitute 
yet for a metallic fixed bridgework even 
though it could become one some day.” 
IBSEN BEGAN working with adhe­ 
sives as fillings and to repair blemishes 
in teeth several months before he bonded 
the first tooth in a patient. One of the 
first uses of adhesives was as a sealant 
for the pits and fissures of the chewing 
surfaces of teeth, particularly molars. 
The

which

natural, 
frequently are so small that a dentist 
can’t probe for decay birt they can fill 
with bacteria and become a site for 
decay. 
Using materials developed by Lee and 
others, many dentists have for some 
time been flushing out the pits and fis­ 
sures and then sealing the chewing sur­ 
faces with an adhesive. 
The rate of success has been high in 
some cases. The ADA’s Guide to Dental 
Materials and Devices reports that in 
one study, there was a 91.5 per cent re­ 
duction in caries six months after appli­ 
cation of the sealant and an 85.6 per cent 
reduction after two years. A second 
study showed an 84.3 per cent reduction,

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company two years ago and soon had an 
acceptable adhesive filling material on 
the market. Within the last year he has 
begun marketing a bonding agent that 
can hold teeth in place and can be used 
as an alternative to the more traditional 
type of bridgework. 
The bonding adhesive was demonstra­ 
ted to an interested but cautious group of 
dentists late last year at the American 
Dental Association’s annual convention 
in San Francisco by a Santa Maria, Ca­ 
lif., dentist, Dr. Robert L. Ibsen. 
Ibsen had made some 3,000 adhesive 
restorations — fillings and other repairs 
— on approximately 1,200 patients with 
little or no drilling. 
BUT HE HAD NEVER tried to bond a 
tooth into place until six months ago 
when one of his patients lost a tooth and 
didn’t have the money to pay for bridge­ 
work. 
Ibsen cut of the base of the tooth to 
make it fit the gum line, filled the root 
canal to prevent decay and using Lee’s 
bonding adhesive, put the tooth back in 
the patient’s mouth. 
The tooth is still in place and since 
then, Ibsen has bonded teeth — either 
natural or plastic — into a number of 
patients' mouths. 
Ibsen credits Lee and the development 
of the new adhesives with making pos­ 
sible what he calls “adhesive restorative 
dentistry,” which includes not only the 
bonding process but also cavity filling, 
repairs and the sealing of pits and fis­ 
sures. 
BEFORE ADHESIVES came along, 
the standard procedure for repairing 
caries-cavities was for the dentist to drill 
deep enough into the inner part of the 
tooth, the dentrin, the part that hurts, to 
get a firm anchor for a silver or gold 
filling, because the enamel of the tooth is 
too fragile to hold a filling. 
And for missing teeth, the only accept­ 
able method for adults was permanent 
bridgework. For children, either the 
space was left blank or the patient was 
fitted with a temporary plate until he 
was old enough to be fitted with per­ 
manent bridgework. 
One of Ibsen’s patients is a 15-year-old 
girl who had been wearing a single tooth 
partial for five years and normally could 
have expected to wear it for another 
three or four years before her teeth 
were developed sufficiently for a per­ 
manent bridgework. 
HE BONDED IN A plastic tooth three 
months ago. The girl lost the bonded 
tooth once — when she bk down too hard 
on a piece of candy. But glueing the 
tooth back in place took only 20 minutes. 
While bonded teeth are not as strong 
as fixed bridges, Ibsen said they are 


strong enough for most purposes. 
“With normal usage you can eat any­ 
thing,” he said. “It will take normal 
chewing stresses — even corn on the cob 
— if you get a good bond. But even if it 
comes loose in six months or so, we can 
put it right back in a few minutes.” 
Ibsen is enthusiastic about the future 
of adhesives in dentistry, but he cautions 
that bonding teeth into place is still a 
temporary solution. 
“I would not consider it a substitute 
yet for a metallic fixed bridgework even 
though it could become one some day.” 
IBSEN BEGAN working with adhe­ 
sives as fillings and to repair blemishes 
in teeth several months before he bonded 
the first tooth in a patient. One of the 
first uses of adhesives was as a sealant 
for the pits and fissures of the chewing 
surfaces of teeth, particularly molars. 
The 
fissures, 
which 
are 
natural, 
frequently are so small that a dentist 
can’t probe for decay but they can fill 
with bacteria and become a site for 
decay. 
Using materials developed by Lee and 
others, many dentists have for some 
time been flushing out the pits and fis­ 
sures and then sealing the chewing sur­ 
faces with an adhesive. 
The rate of success has been high in 
some cases. The ADA’s Guide to Dental 
Materials and Devices reports that in 
one study, there was a 91.5 per cent re­ 
duction in caries six months after appli­ 
cation of the sealant and an 85.6 per cent 
reduction after two years. A second 
study showed an 84.3 per cent reduction, 
but a third study showed no significant

From using sealants, Ibsen said, it was 
only a short step to using adhesives to 
repair cavities and he has been doing 
that for a year.

Informality new trend in newscasts 


Hollywood )upi) — All you have to do 
is look at loc^ newscasts to see the 
growing informality in presenting news 
on television. 
It’s a trend that has thus far had little 
or no effect on the coast-to-coast network 
evening newscasts, where the traditiwial 
formality remains basically intact. 
But the local broadcasters are definite­ 
ly on to something that could be highly 
worthwhile in more than a ratings way 
— if they can keep the informality at a 
reasonable level so that it doesn’t over­ 
shadow the news. 
We’ve all seen examples of where de­ 
terminedly 
informal 
newscasters 
let 
things get out of control by valuing their 
own remarks over the substance of their 
programs. 
BUT WE’VE ALSO seen those news­ 
casters who have just the right touch — 


and, as a result, not only succeed in their 
attempts to win viewers, but preserve 
their professional incisiveness as well. 
All the best newscasters at the network 
and local levels have, of course, always 
aimed for as much direct, personal view­ 
er rapport as possible within the struc­ 
ture of the formats of their programs. 
Who, for instance, will ever forget Ed­ 
ward R. Murrow’s radio reports from 
London in World War II? The basic 
knowledge of just the right tone — just 
the right mixture of informality and for­ 
mality — has never been a secret to the 
artists in the broadcasting profession. 
Cronkite and Sevareid have it, and 
Brinkley and Chancellor have it too, and 
so do Reasoner and Smith, as well as 
many, many more. 
THE GROWING television newscast in­ 
formality will give countless local sta- 


tions a chance to add to the personal rap­ 
port long practiced by the best and m<^ 
famous reportan, and even the individ­ 
ualistic down-home radio and video otrt- 
lets. 
With more local cable television sta­ 
tions aKJarently in our future, there un- 
douWedly will be a further extensi<m of 
this newscast informality. The overall 
trend will bring both awful and attrac­ 
tive moments of newscasting into our 
homes. But if reasonably done it can te 
a winning point to local viewers in this 
impersonal, technological age. 
And there is Uttie doubt that many 
broadcasters look to it as a weapon in 
trying to maintain contact with sonae 
viewers who have been overwhelmed in 
recent years by disturbing news stories 
— transmitted quicker and with more 
pictorial impact than ever before.

DuBrow on TV., .by Rick DuRrow 
Informality new trend in newscasts 


Hollywood )upi) — All you have to do 
is look at local newscasts to see the 
growing informality in presenting news 
on television. 
It s a trend that has thus far had little 
or no effect on the coast-to-coast network 
evening newscasts, where the traditional 
formality remains basically intact. 
But the local broadcasters are definite­ 
ly on to something that could be highly 
worthwhile in more than a ratings way 
— if they can keep the informality at a 
reasonable level so that it doesn’t over­ 
shadow the news. 
We’ve all seen examples of where de­ 
terminedly 
informal 
newscasters 
let 
things get out of control by valuing their 
own remarks over the substance of their 
programs. 
BUT WE’VE ALSO seen those news­ 
casters who have just the right touch — 


and, as a result, not only succeed in their 
attempts to win viewers, but preserve 
their professional incisiveness as well. 
All the best newscasters at the network 
and local levels have, of course, always 
aimed for as much direct, personal view­ 
er rapport as possible within the struc­ 
ture of the formats of their programs. 
Who, for instance, will ever forget Ed­ 
ward R. Murrow’s radio reports from 
London in World War II? The basic 
knowledge of just the right tone — just 
the right mixture of informality and for­ 
mality — has never been a secret to the 
' artists in the broadcasting profession. 
Cronkite and Sevareid have it, and 
Brinkley and Chancellor have it too, and 
so do Reasoner and Smith, as well as 
many, many more. 
THE GROWING television newscast in­ 
formality will give countless local sta­ 


tions a chance to add to the personal rap­ 
port long practiced by the best and most 
famous reporters, and even the individ­ 
ualistic down-home radio and video out­ 
lets. 
With more local cable television sta­ 
tions apparently in our future, there un­ 
doubtedly will be a further extension of 
this newscast informality. The overall 
trend will bring both awful and attrac­ 
tive moments of newscasting into our 
homes. But if reasonably done it can be 
a winning point to local viewers in this 
impersonal, technological age. 
And there is little doubt that many 
broadcasters look to it as a weapon in 
trying to maintain contact with some 
viewers who have been overwhelmed in 
recent years by disturbing news stories 
— transmitted quicker and with more 
pictorial impact than ever before.

Yet, well, 
to o bad, Mrs. Barnes can’t affo rd a new 
set — hence she cleans the relic ev ery ­ 
day , du sting, o iling, washing the pictu re 
tu be. And v riien she is do ne, which is u su ­ 
ally early in the mo rning, she retires to a 
chair fo r the rest o f the day , ev ery day , 
and ju st listens to the au dio . 


“I do n’t,” she ex plains, “hav e mu ch 
else to do no w.” 


Mrs. Barnes, like her TV, is o ld: 74.

And so she sits by her­ 
self in a two -ro o m apartment — “I

— and listens to the so u nd o f civ ilizatio n 
o u t o f a pathetic v eneer bo x . 


It’s mu ch the same fo r many o lder 
wo men in Am« ica to day . Men to o , bu t 
especially wo m« i becau se they liv e Icmg- 
er and o u tnu mb« : men.

fo r males) they ex perience the pain o f 
being o ld that mu ch mo re. 


ROXIE BARNES fo r ex ample. D a u ^ 
ter o f a No rth Cardina shareo ro pper, she 
came to Washingto n du ring the Depres- 
si<m, married a labo rer, fo u nd wo rk with 
the U. S. go v ernment (30 y ears as an 
aide in Walter Reed Ho sfx tal), and thu s 
made a place fo r herself. Sadly , the 
place was no permanent like it has so 
many o thers, age has relegated Mrs. 
Barnes to a kind o f pile o f wo rthless hu ­ 
man debris. The pro du ctiv e so ciety 
do esn’t need ber, do e^’t really want her 
— therefo re, altho u gh no o ne admits it, 
she’s in the way , and as a resu lt igno red 
o r fo rgo tten by the wo rk-a-day wo rld. 


Oh, there is so me o bligato ry reco gni­ 
tio n that she still ex ists. The go v ernment 
mails a $I39 -a-mo nth pensio n. District 
so cial wo ikers do what they can fo r her 
u nder the law. Once a mo nth she receiv ­ 
es a medical check-u p — that is if she 
presents her Department o f Hu man Re­ 
so u rces Card, her medical eligibility 
pass, and heav en kno ws what else fo r 
treatment. Yet here she is, liv ing hard 
by the center o f U. S. so cial po wer, lo ne­ 
ly , neglected, so metimes v ictimized and 
all the time in priv atio n. 


Her $139 pensio n, as illu stratio n, is no t 
eno u gh to make ends meet. Her rent 
($9 7), fo o dstamps ($10), heat and tele­ 
pho ne take qu ick care o f that seem. Then 
there is gas, electricity , clo thes, repairs, 
hmiseho ld items, etc. (In o rder to pay 
the ex tra bills she has taken to baby ­ 
sitting. A wo man in the same apartment 
leav es her baby with Mrs. Barnes fo r 
eight o r nine ho u rs ev ery day . It adds $12 
weekly to the o ld wo man’s inco me; it 
keeps her fro m the welfare ro Us.) 


AND BEYOND the rigo rs o f eco no m-

ics, there are the tho u sand and <me o ther 
thi^s fo r which Mrs. Barnes is u npre­ 
pared to handle and fo r which so cie^ is 
u nprepared to help.

New d iscrimina tio n: a g e-ism 


PHILADELPHIA — A welfare case 
wo rker in this city tells the sto ry o f v is­ 
iting two clients, o ne o ld and the o ther 
y o u ng, in the same slu mside apartment 
bu ilding. The o lder client liv ed o n the 
gro u nd flo w, hence was v isited first. 
Angered at hav ing to wait, the y o u nger 
resid« it then cmnplained: “Why bo ther 
with the o ld wo man? She ain’t go t lo ng to 
liv e any way .” 


The indd« it sa>^ a scandalo u s lo t 
abo u t the bu rden o f being o ld in the 
United States. There is precio u s little 
sy mpathy fo r it. Twenty millio n Ameri­ 
cans o v er 65 — that’s the to tal po pu latio n 
o f nearly half the natio n’s smaller states 
— y et in many o f the mo re impo rtant 
way s they co u nt f<H* no thing. 


“Peo ple ex pect <rfd men to die,” wro te 
Ogden Nash. Indeed, then, why bo ther 
with them? Thu s it is in a so ciety almo st 
embarrassingly o riented to ward y o u th, 
to be o ld is to o o ften to be dev alu ed, fo r­ 
go tten o r ev en resented. 


So cio lo gists believ e the do minant atti­ 
tu de to ward the aged so metimes ap 
pro aches racism. Call it age-ism. Or at 
best, benign neglect. It manifests itself 
as a step o n the bu s which is to o high fo r 
a perso n with a cane to mo u nt Et cet­ 
era. 


IT IS A cu rio u s kind o f discriminatiim,

racism. Call it age- ism. 


this age-ism, this attitu de to ward the el- 
d^-ly , in that it is no t co nscio u sly ma­ 
licio u s. And perhaps this is the wo rst 
kind o f malicio u sness. Few realize age­ 
ism ex ists, o r that they are practitio ners, 
y et it is no less deadly . 


The Philadelphia Senio r Citizens Cen­ 
ter Asso ciatio n, in checking the lack o f 
fire drills at o ki peo ple’s residences, has 
been to ld that s i ^ ex ercises are u nnec­ 
essary becau se “they wo u ld scare the o ld 
fo lks.” Bett« * that than bu m them to 
death is the o bv io u s reto rt, bu t no bo dy 
listens. Why do n’t they listen? Becau se, 
say s a Senio r Onter o fficial: “One o f the 
do ctrines o f age-ism is that o ld pecó le 
kno w no thing. It’s part o f the image with 
which we hav e to co pe.” 


Co ping with their image is an o ld pro b­ 
lem fo r the aged. Made wo rse these 
day s, perhaps, by the realities o f the 
times. Once, when the natio n was y o u ng­ 
er, families were mo re co nv entio nally 
co nstru cted. Children and grandparents 
interacted. 


No w the family u nit is nu clear — 


Dora Schatz: last of fair- 


game minorities. 


mo ther, father, children, perio d. Old in­ 
laws hav e been left behind, estranged. 


Say s Do ra Schatz, president o f the 
Philadelphia Senio r Center: “(MkJren 
see their grandparents o nly o ccasio nally . 
The image they hav e o f the o ld, there­ 
fo re, is sketchy o r seco nd hand. They no 
lo nger kno w wdiat o ld peo ple are really 
like; they get a v ery disto rted impres­ 
sio n.” 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
adds 
Mrs. 
Schatz, 78, at least so me o f the disto rtio n 
in the image (rf the aged is deliberate 
age-ism. Fo r y ears she has waged a 
small and mo st ineffectiv e campaign 
against, fo r ex ample, telev isio n co inedi- 
ans who get y u ks o u t o f insu lting o ld 
peo ple. “Jo hnny Carso n has Has terrible 
skit abo u t an elderly perso n. Jo nathan 
Winters likes to dress u p as an o ld wo m­ 
an and squ int his ey es.” In bo th cases 
the imitatio ns make the aged lo o k like 
blithering fo o ls. 


And the disto rtio n do esn’t end with 
these TV celebrities. “We are the last o f 
the fair-game mino rities,” say s Do ra 
Schatz. “The blacks, the Jews, (ev en the 
Mafia) hav e wo n the battle against be- 
littlement. Bu t peo ple apparently think 
o ld peo ple are to o do ddering to co m­ 
plain.” 


Therefo re, the elderly are o pen targets 
fo r sex jo kes (Play bo y Magazine dearly 
lo v es equ ating impo Co icy and u gliness 
with age), carto o nists (splay the knees 
and make them keep r^)^ding: “Eh, 
ho w’s that again?” ) and ev en news re­ 
po rts (ev ery go o d featu re has to hav e a 
qu o te fro m an o ldie feeding pigeo ns who 
u su ally draaawls his wo rds and in­ 
v ariably has a “twinkle” in his gray 
e>*e). 


fu n-po king, o f co u rse, fo llo ws the 
famiMar pattern o f age-ism. .That is to 


say it may be u nccx iscio u sly defaming. 
Which is small co mfo rt to the recipients. 
“Image is ev ery thing,” say the aged. 
“Peo ple treat y o u as they think o f y o u .” 


So it is. And sadly . Since many peo ple 
think the aged are senile, stu pid, wo bbly - 
kneed, cantankero u s and impo ssible, 
so me age-ism discriminatio n may be a 
natu ral resu lt. 


LIKE CLOTHING; “Why ,” asks Mrs. 
Schatz, “do esn’t so mebo dy think o f the 
o ld when they make clo thes — I can’t 
wear miniskirts and sho es with three- 
'incfa heels.” Or fo o d: The o ld spend a 
third o f their inco me fo r fo o d against a 
natio nal av erage o f 15 per cent, part o f 
the reaso n being they do no t n ^ the 
large family -size market packages and 
thu s mu st bu y the smaller, mo re ex ­ 
pensiv e piec« neal items. 


Or go v ernmental co ncern: Of the $50 
billio n administratio n o fficials say is 
“spent o n” the o ld ev ery y ear, all bu t 
$1.2 billio n is in the fo rm o f insu rance 
po licies (So cial Secu rity and Medicare) 
which the elderly hav e actu ally helped 
pay fo r themselv es. 


Age-ism is ev en {M-acticed by the news­ 
paper indu stry , say s o n e elderly activ ist 
in the Philadelphia Senio r Center: “Fo r

Fo u r tho u sand 
Americans reach 65 ev ery day , (the age 
thresho ld is o ne o f the mo st po tentially 
significaat in the natio n — fu tu rists 
p re­ 
d ict 28 millio n retired peo ple in the 
United States by the y ear 2000, v irtu ally 
all o f them digible v o ters), y et theirs is 
the back seat o n the bu s o f natio nal pri­ 
o rities. 


America is learning to u nderstand and 
liv e with its races, its y o u ng, ev en its 
wo men — bu t the su bcu ltu re o f the aged, 
as Do ra Schatz gru mbles, ro nains “alien 
and igno red.”

while no t as go o d as it sho u ld be, her 
best is passable. Yet the qu estio n is 
whether so ciety sho u ld be co ntent to ju st 
let her do the best she can. Simo ne de 
Beau v o ir, in her bo o k, “Co ming <rf Age,” 
writes: “By the way in which a so ciety 
behav es to wards its o ld peo ple, it u nco v ­ 
ers the naked and o ften carefu lly hidden 
tru th abo u t its real principles and aims . 
. . their u nhappy fate pro claims the fail­ 
u res o f o u r civ ilizatio n.” 


The failu res o f o u r civ ilizatio n to ward 
the aged wo man are u ndeniable. She en­ 
du res mu ch mo re than the aged man. 
My rna Lewis, a Washingto n mental 
health specialist, say s that o ld men may 
su ffer fro m an image o f rickety senility , 
bu t o ld wo men hav e the added bu rden 
o f 
being depicted as “hags, ev il cro nes, sca­ 
ry o ld witches, and nasty biddies o f all 
so rts . . . The message co mes acro ss ear­ 
ly in life that a wo man is v alu able in 
o rder to bear children and raise them, 
and perhaps to nu rse father in his do ­ 
tage, bu t after that it’s clearly do wnhill 
all the way .” 


OVER 65, THEN the wo man is lo o ked 
u po n, to o o ften, as sex u ally u nattractiv e, 
bio lo gically o bso lete, mo re o r less su s­ 
picio u s driftwo o d. Aged wido ws hav e 
ficu lties o pening charge acco u nts, getting 
lo ans, 
secu ring emplo y ment. 
My rna 
Lewis say s that they ev en hav e hard 


times getting remarried; <mly abo u t 
16,000 a y ear wed becau se mo st mo i 
their age are either married o r lo o king 
fo r y o u nger wiv es, and becau se o f the 
so cial stigma attached to the marriages 
o f o lder wo men and y o u nger men. 


Giv en the realities o f su ch dis­ 
criminatio n, it’s small wo nder that o lder 
wo men do in great nu mbers tu rn inward 
and mwu o r less fu lfill so ciety ’s co n<^t 
o f them. They dro p o u t, tu rn to religio n, 
beco me mo o dy , search increasingly fo r 
affectio n o r o bjects (su ch as pets) to 
baby and fu ss. Edna St. Vinco it Millay 
characterized their plight y ears ago 
when she wro te: “life mu st go o n — I 
fo rget ju st why .” 


Can any thing be dwie? Abso lu tely , 
say s French writer de Beau v dr: The so ­ 
lu tio n is fo r so ciety to allo w and enco u r­ 
age each o ld perso n, man o r wo man, “to 
go o n pu rsu ing ends that giv e their liv es 
meaning.” No smaU taks, natu rally . 
Ho w, fo r instance, to giv e meaning to 
Ro x ie Barnes’ life? A lo v ely wo man, she 
no netheless represents many like her 
who su ccu mb to pride and dignity by ad­ 
mitting to no need. Lo nely ? No t her. 
“Ev ery no w and then,” she say s, listen­ 
ing to her bro ken TV, “ev o y no w and 
then peo ple fro m the chu rch sto p by to 
chat.”

Aged in America: 


Productive society doesn't need them, so they’re ignored by work-a-day world

WASHINGTON — Something is wrong 
with Roxie Barnes’ television. The sound 
works but the picture doesn’t. Yet, well, 
too bad, Mrs. Barnes can't afford a new 
set — hence she cleans the relic every­ 
day, dusting, oiling, washing the picture 
tube. And when she is done, which is usu­ 
ally early in the morning, she retires to a 
chair for the rest of the day, every day, 
and just listens to the audio. 


“ I don’t,” she explains, “have much 
else to do now.” 


Mrs. Barnes, like her TV, is old: 74. 
Likewise, she has over the years lost 
part of her capacity to function. Her hus­ 
band died “oh, 15-16 years ago;” her 
hands are lumped with knots that pre­ 
vent much usage; her health is good, 
that is to say she has no serious illness, 
but she can’t move around much, “not 
even to church.” And so she sits by her­ 
self in a two-room apartment — “I 
haven’t even been downtown for a year” 
— and listens to the sound of civilization 
out of a pathetic veneer box. 


It’s much the same for many older 
women in America today. Men too, but 
especially women because they live long­ 
er and outnumber men. The Census Bu­ 
reau believes there are ll million women 
over the age of 65 in the United States, 
seven million of them are widows or oth­ 
erwise single, 34 per cent of them live 
alone, one of four do not have enough 
money for comfort, 6 of IO are in­ 
adequately sheltered. Theirs is an espe-

dally sorry portion of the subculture of 
the aged; since they live longer than 
men (74.9 years on the average to 67.5 
for males) they experience the pain of 
being old that much more. 


ROXIE BARNES for example. Daugh­ 
ter of a North Carolina sharecropper, she 
came to Washington during the Depres­ 
sion, married a laborer, found work with 
the U. S. government (30 years as an 
aide in Walter Reed Hospital), and thus 
made a place for herself. Sadly, the 
place was no permanent. Like it has so 
many others, age has relegated Mrs. 
Barnes to a kind of pile of worthless hu­ 
man debris. 
The productive society 
doesn’t need her, doesn’t really want her 
— therefore, although no one admits it, 
she’s in the way, and as a result ignored 
or forgotten by the work-a-day world. 


Oh, there is some obligatory recogni­ 
tion that she still exists. The government 
mails a $l39-a-month pension. District 
social workers do what they can for her 
under the law. Once a month she receiv­ 
es a medical check-up — that is if she 
presents her Department (rf Human Re­ 
sources Card, her medical eligibility 
pass, and heaven knows what else for 
treatment. Yet here she is, living hard 
by the center of U. S. social power, lone­ 
ly, neglected, sometimes victimized and 
all the time in privation. 


Her $139 pension, as illustration, is not 
enough to make ends meet. Her rent 
($97), foods tamps ($10), heat and tele­ 
phone take quick care of that seem. Then 
there is gas, electricity, clothes, repairs, 
household items, etc. (In order to pay 
the extra bills she has taken to baby­ 
sitting. A woman in the same apartment 
leaves her baby with Mrs. Barnes for 
eight or nine hours every day. It adds $12 
weekly to the old woman’s income; it 
keeps her from the welfare rolls.) 


AND BEYOND the rigors of econom-

ics, there are the thousand and one other 
things for which Mrs. Barnes is unpre­ 
pared to handle and for which society is 
unprepared to help. The heat breaks 
down in her apartment, forcing the use 
of a hotplate for warmth; the electricity 
bill soars, the hotplate is worn to near 
repair, b u t. . . tough. The pantry is emp­ 
ty of food, but there is no one to do the 
shopping, and Mrs. Barnes must journey 
to the store, in a cab since mass trans­ 
portation for the purpose is impossible; 
of course, cabfare on a retired widow’s 
budget is intolerable, but . . . tough. On 
and on. Tough. Tough.

New discrimination: age-ism 


PHILADELPHIA - A welfare case 
worker in this city tells the story of vis­ 
iting two clients, one old and the other 
young, in the same slumside apartment 
building. The older client lived on the 
ground floor, hence was visited first. 
Angered at having to wait, the younger 
resident then complained: “Why bother 
with the old woman? She ain’t got tong to 
live anyway.” 


The incident says a scandalous lot 
about the burden of being old in the 
United States. There is precious little 
sympathy for it. Twenty million Ameri­ 
cans over 65 — that’s the total population 
of nearly half the nation's smaller states 
— yet in many of the more important 
ways they count for nothing. 


“People expect old men to die,” wrote 
Ogden Nash. Indeed, then, why bother 
with them? Thus it is in a society almost 
embarrassingly oriented toward youth, 
to be old is too often to be devalued, for­ 
gotten or even resented. 


Sociologists believe the dominant atti­ 
tude toward the aged sometimes ap­ 
proaches racism. Call it age-ism. Or at 
best, benign neglect. It manifests itself 
as a step on the bus which is too high for 
a person with a cane to mount Et cet­ 
era. 


IT IS A curious kind of discrimination,

racism. Call it age-ism. 


this age-ism, this attitude toward the el­ 
derly. in that it is not consciously ma­ 
licious. And perhaps this is the worst 
kind of maliciousness. Few realize age­ 
ism exists, cm- that they are practitioners, 
yet it is no less deadly. 


The Philadelphia Senior Citizens Cen­ 
ter Association, in checking the lack of 
fire drills at old people’s residences, has 
been told that such exercises are unnec­ 
essary because “they would scare the old 
folks.” Better that than bum them to 
death is the obvious retort, but nobody 
listens. Why don’t they listen? Because, 
says a Senior Center official: “One of the 
doctrines of age-ism is that ok) people 
know nothing. Ifs part of the image with 
which we have to cope.” 


Coping with their image is an old prob­ 
lem for the aged. Made worse these 
days, perhaps, by the realities of the 
times. Once, when the nation was young­ 
er. families were more conventionally 
constructed. Children and grandparents 
interacted. 


Now the family unit is nuclear —

mother, father, children, period. Old in­ 
laws have been left behind, estranged. 


Says Dora Schatz, president of the 
Philadelphia Senior Center: “Children 
see their grandparents only occasionally. 
The image they have of the old, there­ 
fore. is sketchy or second hand. They no 
longer know what ok) people are really 
like; they get a very distorted impres­ 
sion.” 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
adds 
Mrs. 
Schatz, 78, at least some of the distortion 
in the image of the aged is deliberate 
age-ism. For years she has waged a 
small and most ineffective campaign 
against, for example, television comedi­ 
ans who get yuks out of insulting old 
people. “Johnny Carson has tins terrible 
skit about an elderly person. Jonathan 
Winters likes to dress up as an old wom­ 
an and squint his eyes.” In both cases 
the imitations make the aged look like 
blithering fools. 


And the distortion doesn’t end with 
these TV celebrities. “We are the last of 
the fair-game minorities,” says Dora 
Schatz. “The blacks, the Jews, (even the 
Mafia) have won the battle against be­ 
littlement. But people apparently think 
old people are too doddering to com­ 
plain.” 


Therefore, the elderly are open targets 
for sex jokes (Playboy Magazine dearly 
loves equating impotency and ugliness 
with age), cartoonists (splay the knees 
and make them keep repeating: “Eh, 
how’s that again?” ) and even news re­ 
ports (every good feature has to have a 
quote from an oldie feeding pigeons who 
usually draaawls his words and in­ 
variably has a “twinkle” in his gray 
eye). 


Such fun-poking, of course, follows the 
fam iliar pattern af age-ism. That is to 


say it may be unconsciously defaming. 
Which is small comfort to the recipients. 
“ Image is everything,” say the aged. 
“People treat you as they think of you.” 


So it is. And sadly. Since many people 
think the aged are senile, stupid, wobbly- 
kneed, 
cantankerous 
and 
impossible, 
some age-ism discrimination may be a 
natural result. 


LIKE CLOTHING: “Why,” asks Mrs. 
Schatz, “doesn’t somebody think of the 
old when they make clothes — I can’t 
wear miniskirts and shoes with three- 
inch heels.” Or food: The old spend a 
third of their income for food against a 
national average of 15 per cent, part of 
the reason being they do not need the 
large family-size market packages and 
thus must buy the smaller, more ex­ 
pensive piecemeal items. 


Or governmental concern: Of the $50 
billion administration officials say is 
“spent on” the old every year, all but 
$1.2 billion is in the form of insurance 
policies (Social Security and Medicare) 
which the elderly have actually helped 
pay for themselves. 


Age-ism is even practiced by the news­ 
paper industry, says one elderly activist 
in the Philadelphia Senior Center: “For 
years we’ve tried to get the local news­ 
papers to print senior citizen news — in

big type. And what happens? One of the 
local papers starts this col urn by a 10- 
year-old girl answering questions of pre- 
teenagers. Isn’t that terrible? I mean, 
how do you think the older citizens feel 
about that?” 


Not good. But then, most older citizens 
are used to such things. Four thousand 
Americans reach 65 every day, (the age 
threshold is one of the most potentially 
significant in the nation — futurists pre­ 
dict 28 million retired people in the 
United States by the year 2000, virtually 
all ctf them eligible voters), yet theirs is 
the back seat on the bus of national pri­ 
orities. 


America is learning to understand and 
live with its races, its young, even its 
women — but the subculture of the aged, 
as Dora Schatz grumbles, remains “alien 
and ignored.” 


(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


Barnes. “I do,” she says, “the best I 
can.” 
There is no argument tha Roxie Barn­ 
es does her best, and that in general, 


while not as good as it should be, her 
best is passable. Yet the question is 
whether society should be content to just 
let her do the best she can. Simone de 
Beauvoir, in her book, “Coming of Age,” 
writes: “By the way in which a society 
behaves towards its old people, it uncov­ 
ers the naked and often carefully hidden 
truth about its real principles and aims . 
. . their unhappy fate proclaims the fail­ 
ures of our civilization.” 


The failures of our civilization toward 
the aged woman are undeniable. She en­ 
dures much more than the aged man. 
Myrna Lewis, a Washington mental 
health specialist, says that old men may 
suffer from an image of rickety senility, 
but old women have the added burden of 
being depicted as “hags, evil crones, sca­ 
ry old witches, and nasty biddies of all 
sorts .. . The message comes across ear­ 
ly in life that a woman is valuable in 
order to bear children and raise them, 
and perhaps to nurse father in his do­ 
tage, but after that it’s clearly downhill 
all the way.” 


OVER 65, THEN the woman is looked 
upon, too often, as sexually unattractive, 
biologically obsolete, more or less sus­ 
picious driftwood. Aged widows have dif­ 
ficulties opening charge accounts, getting 
loans, 
securing 
employment. 
Myrna 
Lewis says that they even have hard 


times getting remarried; 
only about 
16,000 a year wed because most men 
their age are either married or looking 
for younger wives, and because of the 
social stigma attached to the marriages 
of older women and younger men. 


Given 
the 
realities 
of 
such 
dis­ 
crimination, it’s small wonder that older 
women do in great numbers turn inward 
and more or less fulfill society’s concept 
of them. They drop out, turn to religion, 
become moody, search increasingly for 
affection or objects (such as pets) to 
baby and fuss. Edna St. Vincent Millay 
characterized their plight years ago 
when she wrote: “Life must go on — I 
forget just why.” 


Can anything be done? Absolutely, 
says French writer de Beauvoir: The so­ 
lution is for society to allow and encour­ 
age each old person, man or woman, “to 
go on pursuing ends that give their lives 
meaning.” No small taks, naturally. 
How, for instance, to give meaning to 
Roxie Barnes’ life? A lovely woman, she 
nonetheless represents many like her 
who succumb to pride and dignity by ad­ 
mitting to no need. Lonely? Not her. 
“Every now and then,” she says, listen­ 
ing to her broken TV, “every now and 
then people from the church stop by to 
chat.”

Infomational programs on Coho Sal­ 
mon fishing, Underwater Photography, a 
marine photography exhibition, ami oth­ 
er entertainment features will highlight 
the Midwest Boat Show along with the 
safety lectures by the Coast Guard. 
Gunnel Riding, the Coast Guard will 
point out, may be a hazard to boat oper­ 
ator and passengers alike. There’s only a 
50 per cent chance of survival if someone 
falls overboard. In falling, the operator s 
natural reaction is to pull the wheel in 
the direction of the fall which can put the 
boat into a hard turn, resulting in others 
falling in the water and a runaway boat.

can have srious consequences. Even at 
slow speeds, boats cannot stop fast 
enough to avoid striking someone who 
falls off the bow. Riding on top of the 
seat back while operating a boat also is 
dangerous because it is more difficult 
from this position to reach controls and 
avoid collisions

ning a boat so that it endangers life, 
limb, or property can incur a fine as 
much as $1,000 or a federal prison term 
or both.

‘Best game’ 
for Larson 
sparks East

“It was undoubtedly his best game 
ever, and what makes it so sweet is that 
he’s only a junior.” 
Maine East coach Paul McClelland 
was obviously pleased with the out­ 
standing offensive performance turned in 
by junior guard Keith Larson in Maine 
East’s 70-41 victory over neighboring 
Maine North Friday evening at the win­ 
ner’s gym.

Maine North evened the score at 
4-4 on jump shots by Mike Wilson and 
George Kaufman, but East went back on 
top on a nifty drive from the left by Lar­ 
son. 
The 6-24 junior guard was really going 
to the hoop as he sewed the first nine 
East points of the game. East, with its 
1-3-1 wing offense, was working a pick 
play which continually enabled Larson to 
get free into driving situations. If the 
lane was clogged, he would try to dump 
it off to a teammate or take a 10-15 foot 
jumper. 
The scrappy Norsemen stayed close, 
however, despite Larson’s hot hand, and 
moved to within a single point at 9-8. 
Center Bill Castonzo put East up 11-8 on 
a drive off a give and go. North cut the 
margin to one again, when Bob DeMarco 
was fouled and successfully converted a 
one-and-one situation. 
Larson then canned a jumper from the 
top (rf the key to give the Blue Demons a 
13-10 lead. An offensive foul called on 
Kaufman gave East a disputed free 
throw situation. Mike Faden hit both 
ends (rf the strange one-and-one to boost 
East’s lead to five, at 15-10. Kaufman re­ 
taliated with an 11-foot turnaround jum­ 
per which was offset by still another 
Maine East drive. This one came off a 
give-and-go with Faden (rn the receiving 
end. The quarter came to a close when 
Kaufman hit a base line jumper. Maine 
East led 17-14. 
From a slim three point advantage, 
East bolted to a 25-14 lead as eight 
straight points went unanswered by the 
Norsemen. The man-to-man full court 
press employed by the Blue Demons 
from the outset began to take its toll on 
the Norsemen during the second quarter. 
Turnovers, especially stray length-of-the- 
court passes, really stymied North in its 
attempts to mount any sort of offense. 
Larson was not one to be standing 
around as he tallied the first five of those 
eight straight East points, and eight for 
the quarter.

Dear Reader ~ Many people are tak­ 
ing Coumadin after heart attacks so I 
am sure y our question will b e of general 
interest. To find out how effective the 
medicine is in preventing y our b lood 
from clotting, a sam |^ of normal b lood 
is tested at the same time y our Wood is 
tested. TTie numb » 13 refers to 13 sec­ 
onds required for the ncmnal cwitrW 
b lood’s clotting mechanism and the 25 re­ 
fers to the 25 seconds it requires for y our 
b lood to react Basically this means that 
the clotting mechanism of y our b lood is 
prolonged to ab out twice that of a nor­ 
mal individual. 
These lab oratory tests are reasonab ly 
complex and tend to vary depending on 
the reagents used and this is why a con­ 
trolled b lood sample from a normal per­ 
se« is used to check against y our b lood 
each time the test is done. 
If y our medicine is effective, y our 
prothromWn time should b e considerab ly 
prolonged cempared to the normal b lood. 
The ob ject is to prevent y our b lood from 
having a toidency to clot, hoping to pre­ 
vent a new heart attack. Too much medi­ 
cine may cause b leeding while too little 
isn’t effective in preventing b lood clott­ 
ing. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I read y our daily 
column and alway s find it interesting. I 
would appreciate some answers to these 
questions. 
Q — How can 10 glasses of alcob Wic 
b everage b e poison if one is not?

A — If the individual tWerates alcohol 
well and it is not upsetting for Wm to use 
it, I wouldn’t hesitate to prescrib e it to 
an individual. It’s just as good

ter sedative than a lot of sleeping pills 
which are used. It doesn’t ha[q^ to b e 
the medicine that I usually prescrib e for 
this purpose, b ut on the other hand I see 
no harm in it in reas(MiaWe amounts in 
specific cases.

from winch we must isolate pure drugs. 
‘‘WE ARE, of course, tremendously ex­ 
cited because once we isolate the specific 
drug responsible for the antitumor activi­ 
ty, we can eventually make the product 
synthetically,” Miles said. 
“We are now zeroing in on the portion 
of the plant extract that might contain 
the curative.” 
After running tests with extracts iso­ 
lated by Miles, the National Cancer In­ 
stitute reports the substances inhibited 
the growth of cancerous tumors, he said.

Hypertension often is unrecognized 
until the onset of cardiovascular com­ 
plications, but it can be detected and 
treated while still in the symptomatic 
stage. 
High blood pressure, high cholesterol, 
habitual smoking, diabetes and over­ 
weight also increase the risk of heart dis­ 
ease.

It 
would have cost him a trick if W’est held 
ace-king-jack. ace-jack-four, or king- 
jack-four. and could only gain for him if 
East held the appropriate three trumps 
and made the mistake of covering.” 

He 
explained that West was the sort of play­ 
er who would have doubled four spades 
with the ace-king of dubs and two prob­ 
able trump tricks and anyway his play 
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worked, while the normal play would 
have been a loser.”

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - With the sign- 
mg of the peace treaty, North Vietnam 
has gained an enviable status among the 
nations of the world — that of a former 
enemy of the United States. 
From the standpoint of future econom­ 
ic development, it probably would have 
been better if the North Vietnamese had 
been defeated outright. 
Then they would have been the benefi­ 
ciaries of a rebuilding program that 
would have restored the country IO times 
— yea, mayhaps even 50 times — over. 
As has happened to some of the more 
fortunate countries that lost their wars 
with the U.S.A. 
But, as the North Vietnamese will soon 
discover, it is better to have fought the 
United States inconclusively than never 
to have fought at all. 
BY’ MY calculation, North Korea is the 
only former enemy that has failed to 
achieve spectacular post-war prosperity. 
But bear in mind that North Korea un­ 
derwent comparatively little bombing 
and thus failed to qualify for a massive 
recovery program. 
Although the war with the North Viet- 
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per cent had North Vietnam capitulated. 
IT IS NOT, however, through direct aid 
that former U.S. enemies prosper. The 
big boom comes when they start selling 
us automobiles, motor bikes, transistor 
radios, tape recorders, television sets 
and imitation Zippo lighters. 
Already, you may be sure, Hanoi is 
getting ready to begin production of the 
Homobile, the Hocycle, the StereoHo, the 
TeleHo and the PhotoHo — consumer 
goods named in honor of Ho Chi Minh 
and tailored for the American market. 


What I fear is that we may eventually 
have so many former enemies we will be 
unable to absorb their industrial output. 
Should that happen, some of our for­ 
mer enemies might resume hostilities in 
order to renew the demand for their 
products. 
But we can strike back by refusing to 
engage them in combat. Leading, per­ 
haps, to the coinage of a new maxim: 
The only way to achieve lasting peace is 
to take all the profit out of getting clob-
